COOKE’S BUBBLE BURST. 


The Second Failure of the Republican Fi- 
nai ciers Through Speculation, 

Wasuincton, October 23.—The private 
benking house of H. D. Cooke & Co., in this 
city, displayed the following notice at the usual 
Opening bour this morning: 

‘‘Owing to our inability to meet pressing 
demends, we deem it better for the interests of 
all cohcerned to suspend temporarily.” 

The firm consists of H..D. Cooke, 
Washington city, and A. G. Campbell, Kan- 
ees and Utah. The latteris not in the city, 
and Cooke has remained at his residence this 
morning. From Major John W. Carson, who 
is the confidential clerk of the house, it is 
Jeatned that the tctal indebtedness of the firm 
is $170,000, of which amount $30,060 is fuily 
sceured. The liabilities are nearly all due to 
Wethington creditors, there being onlya few 
thousand dollars due to creditors in Baltimore, 
New York and Chicago. The indebtedness to 
all the Washington bankers is abundantly 
eecured. Major Carson says there is every 
reeson to believe that the firm will be able, 
with the aid of seme indulgences as to time, 
(oO pey ail their liabilities tn fall. 

UNFORTUNATE INVESTMENTS THE CAUSE. 

itis also learned at the bank that the suspen- 
sion results from an unfortunate investment, 
Gating back a number of years. The firm’s 
fecured liabilities amounted to about $400,- 
000 last January, and they have steadily paid 
eff since that time until they are now reduced 
to $140,000. The firm has at last reached the 
point, however, where the remaining assets 
prove to be unavailable for immediate use in 
the market, and can be realized upon only by 
good management and waiting for suitable 
Cpportunitics. The firm had no interest iu the 
Washington and Ohio railroad, although Mr. 
Campbell individuvlly purchased one-third of 
it for some $04,000, at the receiver’s sale a year

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MR. COOKE’S STORY. 

Later in the day Mr, Cooke was seen by a 
representative of the associated press. He pre- 
ferred not to discuss the matter ofthe suspension 
until he should see his partner, Mr. Campbell, 
who is absent in the west, and whom he had 
been unsuccessfully endeavoring to reach by 
telegraph. He, however, assigned as the cause 
of the suspension the general shrinkage of 
vaiues, the prevalent distrust throughout the 
ccuntry, and the consequent inability of the 
firm to eollect the debts due them, and to pro- 
cure the carrying out of the contracts in their 
favor.

THE TENNESSEE BONDS. 
The Cases Concerning Yhem Before the 
United States Court, 

Wasuinoton, October 23.—The Tennessee 
bend which comprise sixteen suits 
against sixteen prominent southern railroad 
corporations, and which involves the outstand- 
ing bondsto the amount of $7,000,000 were 
called for argument in the United States su- 
preime court at 3 o’clock this afternoon.

The 
cases to be argued were begun in the eastern, 
western and middle districts of Tennessee in 
ary, 1879, and were heard in May, 1880, 
before Hon. H. LL.

Nashville. The suits were brought by 
the bondholders for the purpose of 
enforcing the lien on the railroads contained 
in the act of the general assembly of Tennes- 
sce of February llth, 1852, known as the “In- 
ternal Improvement Law.’’ Under this in- 
ternal improvement law about twenty-five 
mulions of dollars of bonds of the state of Ten- 
nessee were issued by the state tothe rail- 
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re ad companies which are the defendants 
in the cases. The bonds were negotiated 
by the railroad companies, and about 


seven million dollars of them are now out- 
standing inthe hands of holders all over the 
world. The bondbolders claim the lien for the 
payment of the bonds, set forth in the internal 
improvement act, was for the benefit of the 
bondholders, andthe bonds should be de- 
clared by the. court to be a first lien on the 
railroads to which the bonds were tssued. The 
contention of the railroad company, on the 
other hand, is that the lien was for the benetit 
of the state only. The decision of the judge 
was .adverse to the bondholders, and from 
that decision they appealed to the court in 
1881. In view of the importance of the cases 
the court has extended the time for argument 
nine hours for each side. Governor Hoadly 
opened the argument for the bondholders.

State of Egypt-Other News, 
Loxpon, October 23.—Parliament reassem- 


bled to-dey. The following is the queen's 
speech in epening the session: 


Mv Lords and Gentlemen: I have brought you 
together to enable you to further consider the 


gteat snbject of the represeutation of 
the people. I continue to =»F=—.s maintain 
relatious of amity with all foreizno 


powers. Information from the Soudan includes 
the painful reverses, but the energy, courage and 
resource conspicuourly displayed by General Gor- 
don, in his successiul defense of Khartoum, de- 
se1ve my warm recognition, Theadvance of my 
troops te Dongola has for its object the reseue and 
security of that gallant officer, and those who 


have so faitnfully co-operated with him. Lam 
using my est endeavor in Egypt 
to promote furtber the improvement 


of aflairs in that country. I have given my sup- 
port to the Egyptian government inthe dificult 
financial position in which it was ieft through the 
failure of the recent conference. 

I regret the occurrences in Transvaal, and am 
considering with the Cape government means to 
secure the observance oi the convention. 

Gentlemen of the house of commons: Opera- 
tions in the Soudan render it necessary to ask of 
you further pecuniary provision, 

My lordsand gentlemen: The bill for the ex- 
tension of the parliamentary franchise will be 
alone introdnced. 

May the blessing of God attend your labors, 

In the house of commons, Mr. Gladstone 
gave notice that next Monday he would ask 
that priority be granted the franchise bill 
throug bout the session. 

He tmsisted that redistribution must follow 
the passage of the franchise bill, and depre- 
cated the discrders in Birmingham and else- 
where, but said he hoped the opposition had 
scen that the country wanted the franchise bill 
passed. He would warn them that while in- 
sisting that their labors should include the 
redistribution scheme, they should not include 
another question, the issue of which he was 
unable to foresee. 

Speeches made by other conservatives showed 
thut they objected to Gladstone’s menacing 
tone. 

M. Labouchere said he hoped the house 
of lords would persist in rejecting the fran- 
chiee bill, and thus hasten the abolishment 
of the body. 

Mr. Timothy Harrington, home ruler, mem- 
ber for West Meath, gave notice that he in- 
tended to ofler an amendment to the address 
in reply to the speech from the throne, to the 
effect that the administration of law in Ire- 
land was unsatisfactory, and that an inquiry 
into the Maamstrasna murder trial would lead 
to great contentment among the people. 

Mr. Gladstone thanked Sir Stafford North- 
cote for the moderate tone of his speech. He 

‘aguely referred to the Congo question, the 
cape troubles, Egyptian affairs and Lord 
Nortbbrook’s mission. 

In the house of lords Baron Belper, liberal, 
in moving the address in reply to the queen’s 
speech, launched forthwith into a diseussion 
of the franchise question, and expressed the 
hope that the bill would be adopted by the 
peers without delay. 

The - Marquis of Salisbury, conservative 
leader, aunounced that the house was willing 
to pass complete franchise measures together 
with the redistribution act at the earliest date. 
The Lord Granville urged a calm discussion 
of the bill. The house then adjourned until 
Ncvember srd. 

The proposed government eredit for the 
Nile expedition is £2,000,000. A small group 
of the extreme radical members of parliament 
are opposed to granting the money. The 
members of the Irish party are left tree to 
support the franchise bill or to refrain from 
voting as ihey think fit. 


The Brunswick Succession 

Bertin, October 23.—The North German 
Gazette says: Eleven of nineteen districts of 
Hanover return Guelph deputies, whose pro- 
eremme, according to Deputy Goetz, since 
Prussia will not spontaneously offer the Han- 
over throne to the duke of Cumberland, is the 
uce of foreign complications to bring about a 
forcible restoration. The Gazette considers 
this declaration seasonable. 

Eight persons bave been burned to death in 
a fire whieh occurred in Westphalia. 

Emperor William and Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William have arrived here. The . 
tion of the Brunswick succession has been 
discussed by the bundesrath. A majority of 
that body has resolved not to admit the claims 
of the duke of Cumberland to the throne. 

Prince Albert, of Prussia, is a candidate for 
the succession to the throne of the duchy of 
Brunswick. ffis claim is favored by the 
court. 

Count Geartz Wrisberga, president of the 
council of the regency of Brunswick, in open- 
ing the assembly to-day, said that he was ip 
favor of a settlement of the question of the suc- 
cession in conformity with the laws of the em- 
pire, and therefore abstained from further ac- 
tion. Healsosaid: “If we givethe empire 
what belongs to it, we will also expect that the 
constitution of the duchy, and its legal posi- 
tion within snd towards the empire will be 
fully | considered.” A motion was 
adopted expressing loyalty to the emperor 
and to the empire, and hope for the future of 
the duc hy. The assembly will to-morrow pro- 
ceed in a body to deposit a wreath upon the 
coffin of the late duke, 

The duke of Cumberland has issued a pro- 
clamation assuming the government of the 
duchy of Brunswick and reserving the right to 
issue the necessary orders in relation to the 
cath of allegiance. He says he intends to 
govern the country in accordance with the 
imperial and provincial constitution. 

The Belgian Crises, 

Prvesets, October 22.--The king conferring 
with Prime Minister Molins, requested the 
withdrawal from the cabinet of ministers, Ja- 
cobs and Weeste. After the cabinet counsel 
bed considered the request, Mr. Molins in- 
formed the king that the whole ministry must 
stand or falltogether. The king replied that 
he would consider what course @ pursue. The 
king desires a coalition ministry in order to 
secure the voting of the estimates and the 
national military reserve bill, and a dissolu- 
tion of parliament in the spring. The king 
bas summoned tothe palace M. Pirmez, of 
the party of the left centre. The cabinet has 
called a meeting for to-day of senators and 
deputies belonging to the party of the right. 

The latest rumor is that Prime Minister 
Malin is expected to resign, and that M. Ber- 
nert, the present minister of agriculture, will 
succeed him. 

The king has called upon M. Beernaert to 
form a new ministry. M.M, Molin, Jacobs 
and Woeste will probably be replaced by M. 
M. Deleond and Sneniemae clericals, and M. 
Piermez, moderate liberal.

After the cheir sang another hymn Mr. 
Mayer introduced Colonel N. J. Hammond, 


-who said that of the fifty miillion persons 


enumerated in the last census only 6,000 
claimed to be a hundred years old. Of this 
number two-thirds were negroes, who are often 
ignorant or careless in giving their age. Of 
the remainder only 1,060 were natives, and of 
this number only 600 were males. 

So itis arore thing for a man to celebrate 
his one hundredth birthday. What a. retro- 
spect hassuch a man as Sir Moses Montefiore. 
When he was @ mere boy the words were 
being placed in our .coustitution which euar- 
autee equel rights and privileges to his per- 
eccuted race forever in this country. When 
he was born Napoleon was going to. the mili- 
tery echool in Paris training the powers that 
were to chan ve the map of Kurope and shake 
the world. He.saw George the Third pass 
away, the fourth: George: and the 
fourth William likewise. go and Victoria 
crowned. If he was in London atthe time he 
saw the grand triumph ofPalmerston when he 
seized the Greek fleet for an outrage on one of 
his countrymen, and proclaimed that Ene- 
land would protect the Jew of Gibralter wher- 
ever her lag ¥ aved, as did Rome her. citizen 
wherever he wandered on the éarth. He has 
scen the great wars and agitations of Europe 


curing this eventfu! century; the 
growth and development of our 
country and the storms that 


heve darkened the most evenifui years of its 
history. The epeaker. also referred to the 
preat progress in the arts and sciences made 
during the lifetime of this man. His work 
for the relief of the oppressed and suffering 
was eloquently described. He has given his 
chief attention to his own race-because their 
needs were most pressing. His heart and his 
charities have kuown no race or condition of 
men. lie has lived to see his race lifted 
higher condition under 
the laws of the civiiized countries the world 
over, and no longer suffering the injustice 
which was heaped upon them when his life 
began. To his own direct efforts can be at- 
tributed the better condition of thousands of 
bis race. His crest bears the motto, “Think 
aud thank,” full of deep and noble meaning, 
and on it appears the lion and the unicorn, by 
the grace of the queen who has these emblems 
of heraldry for her own. 

Iu a country where there are no titles of no- 
bility, we do not honor the empty names 
which refer to them, but we do’honor the man 
who has won them by hia simple goodness. 
Speaking of his devotion to Jerusalem, Colonel 
Tlammond sani the thought of it thrilled his 
heart as it did David's when he poured forth 
his glorious apostrophe to the “city of the 
great King.”’ He loved his race aa did Abra- 
hem of old, and his hfe illustrates 
those qualities which the good in all ages and 
of all creeds, Have ioved. They are virtues 
which make a life pleasing in the sight of the 
Being adored alike by Jew and Christian, the 
one great and beneticent God. 

Colonel Hammonda’s eloquent words were re- 
ceived with marked attention and greeted with 
applause. ; 

Thecheir sang ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee’’ 
exquisitely, and then Mr. Mayer dismissed the 
audience with thanks for its attendance and 
attention.

Yesterday morning Justice Pitehferd began 
the investigation of the charges of assault and 
battery preferred by the French family 
Nicolle against Police Officers Brenning, West 
sud Hildebrand. Captain Bray appeared for 
ike prosecution and Mr. Howell C. Erwin and 
Mr. Way, of Spencer & Way, anpesred tor the 
defense. The witnesses were sworn and were 
put underthe rule. Officer Brenning was first 
put upon trial, as it appeared from what could 
be gathered that he was guilty if any were, 


and the result of his. trial would 
probably decide the others. It 
was charged that he had 


ecnimitted the assault upon the old lady. The 
officers seemed to regard the affair seriously, 
although they protested they had done noth- 
ing more than their duty and had committed 
no unnecessary battery. The charges, how- 
ever, were of such a character that the officers 
realized the importance of showing beyond 
coubt that they had acted within the bounds 
of law and good judgment. 
WRESTLING WITH THE FRANCH. 

The first witness introduced was Louis 
Nicolie, one of the sons of the old lady upon 
whom the most serious battgry was committed. 


Louis was a dark featured  fel- 
low, with scorching — black a 
thatshot furtive glances round the room, hair 


as black as night, and a fierce-looking mus- 


tache, that bristled far out on each side above 
his mouth.

Mr. Mar- 
tine, who speaks both French and English, 
was sworn as interpreter, but it was 
decided to give the witness a trial with the 
English. 

“What is your name?” asked Captain Bray.

interpreter, but said nothing. The spectators 
tittered, The question was repeated. The

“No understand,’ said WNiecolie, after a 
pause. The question was propounded by the 
iuierpreter, and the witness answered that he 
was there. 

A good deal of difficulty was experionced in 


getting at the evidence of the 
Frenchmen, four of whom tes- 
t:ificd. There were two of the Nicolle broth- 


ers, Leuis and Charles and two of their 
fricnds, Louis and Emile Trozier. From what 
could be gathered the Nicolle famiy consists 
ofthe two brothers, the mother, aged seventy 
yeurs, and Charley Nicolle’s wife. On San- 
dey jast the Troziers were invited in and the 
dey wes speptin beer drinking and singing 
Their house is one of a row at the Fulton 
cotton mill, and the French are factory 
operatives. The house was visited about five 
o'clock Sunday evening by the police and the 
party arrested. A small riot ensued in which 
the French claim that the officers knocked the 
ld jady down-and struck the young Mrs. 
Nicolles The men claim that they made no 


‘resistence further than to protest that they 


had done nothing to be arrested for. 
THE OLD LaDY.
